Care of Health, Figure and Complexion 


EALTH, naturally, is the most important of the 

H three; yet it is often possible to benefit that while 

treating for imperfections of the figure and com- 
plexion. 

In some cases the indiscretions of diet, lack of care 
and cleanliness of the skin, bad air, neglect, incorrect 
positions while sitting or standing, have not had time 
to undermine the health as they often do at a later 
period in life. Age and ill-health rob the skin and the 
superficial muscles of their fatty tissue, thereby causing 
wrinkles, but youth often causes wrinkles by the ex- 
pressiveness of the face and the grimacing habit which 
is persisted in until the skin retains the position of the 
wrinkles. Pimples, blackheads, and many other ugli- 
nesses of the complexion, from which young men and 
women both suffer, are also often due to lack of care 
and understanding. 


Prevention Better than Cure 


It is not necessary to have a yellow, wrinkled, 
flabby, coarse or pimpled complexion, superfluous hair, 
thin hair or ugly hands and arms even in old age, and if 
the young person has begun to develop these things she 
had better hasten to have them cured. Wrinkles need 
not show on the face any more than on the arms. They 
may be removed by breaking up bad habits and feeding 
the understructure of the skin with a daily application 
of nourishing Skin Food.

bath every morning refreshing. Strong people may 
take a cold dip in the tub, in both cases rubbing 
the skin to a glow afterwards. Cold water hardens the 
muscles, hot water softens them. Faces that are thin, 
dry and wrinkled do not need hot water. Cold water 
will not cleanse a greasy skin. Different complexions 
require different treatment. A clever dermatologist will 
tell you whether you require oils or alkalies, internal or 
external treatment, cold water, steaming, electricity, or 
some other scientific treatment. ‘Those people who, in | 
order to make a little money in connection with some 
other business, have picked up an idea or two of the 
dermatologist’s art and apply it alike to the faces of 
girls of sixteen and women of sixty, are apt to do a 
great deal more harm than good. 

It is useless to sleep or sit in illy-ventilated rooms, 
eat pastry, cheese, nuts, gravies, heavy late suppers, 
drink much wine, and then pray for good health and a 
pretty complexion. Your prayer will remain uwun- 
answered. 

Improvement of the Figure nearly always results in 
improved health. It isn’t necessary to have stooping 
shoulders. Sit and stand with the chest well up, and 
hips back. Practice deep breathing in the fresh air. 
Take gentle calisthenic exercise to improve the arms 
and neck. If you do not know how we can teach you 
in a few lessons. 

The too thin person should eat oils, creams and 
starchy food, and take oil rubs or massage with good 
Skin Food. The very fleshy person requires a different 
diet, more severe exercise and, if very stout, a treatment 
especially prepared to reduce flesh.

EAUTY of the eyes is dependent upon a great 
many things; perhaps color least of all.
